Debtors filed a chapter 13 bankruptcy petition on May 5, 2017. Debtors' 
chapter 13 plan was confirmed on September 20, 2017. Creditor LVNV 
Funding, LLC ("LVNV") filed its Proof of Claim as Claim No. 10 on August 17, 
2017, in the amount of $575.21 as an unsecured claim. Motion, Ex. 1.  
Creditor Jefferson Capital Systems, LLC, as agent for Cash Express 
("Jefferson I") filed its Proof of Claim as Claim No. 13 on September 8, 2017 
in the amount of $309.52 as an unsecured claim. Motion, Ex. 3.  Creditor 
Jefferson Capital Systems, as agent for Advance America Cash Advance 
("Jefferson II") filed its Proof of Claim as Claim No. 14 on September 11, 
2017, in the amount of $315.00 as an unsecured claim. Motion, Ex. 5.  The 
“bar date” for creditors to file proofs of claim in the Debtors' case was set for 
September 12, 2017, or 70 days after the bankruptcy petition was filed. 

Debtors argue that the debts on which the three proofs of claims are beyond 
the four-year statute of limitations provided for in Cal. Code Civ. P. 337, and 
thus the Proofs of Claims to which they object should be disallowed.  Debtors 
provided a declaration in support of their objection, wherein they attest that 
they had not made a payment on any of the three above-referenced claims 
for the four-year period prior to the petition date.  Decl. of David and Susan 
Flores ISO Objection, ¶¶ 3; 4; and 5.

A proof of claim is deemed allowed unless a party in interest objects under § 
502(a) and constitutes “prima facie evidence of the validity and amount of the 
claim” pursuant to Bankruptcy Rule 3001(f). See also Fed. R. Bankr.P. 3007. 
The filing of an objection to a proof of claim “creates a dispute which is a 
contested matter” within the meaning of Bankruptcy Rule 9014 and must be 
resolved after notice and opportunity for hearing upon a motion for relief. See

Upon objection, the proof of claim provides “some evidence as to its validity 
and amount” and is “strong enough to carry over a mere formal objection 
without more.” Wright v. Holm (In re Holm), 931 F.2d 620, 623 (9th Cir.1991) 
(quoting 3 Collier on Bankruptcy § 502.02, at 502-22 (15th ed.1991)); see 
also Ashford v. Consolidated Pioneer Mort. (In re Consol. Pioneer Mort.), 178 
B.R. 222, 226 (9th Cir. BAP 1995), aff'd, 91 F.3d 151, 1996 WL 393533 (9th 
Cir.1996). To defeat the claim, the objector must come forward with sufficient 
evidence and “show facts tending to defeat the claim by probative force equal 
to that of the allegations of the proofs of claim themselves.” In re Holm, 931 
F.2d at 623.

“If the objector produces sufficient evidence to negate one or more of the 
sworn facts in the proof of claim, the burden reverts to the claimant to prove 
the validity of the claim by a preponderance of the evidence.” In re Consol. 
Pioneer, 178 B.R. at 226 (quoting In re Allegheny Int'l, Inc., 954 F.2d 167, 
173-74 (3d Cir.1992)). The ultimate burden of persuasion remains at all times 
upon the claimant. See In re Holm, 931 F.2d at 623.

Under California law, the relevant factors for determining if a debtor resides in 
a property are the physical fact of the occupancy of the property and the 
debtor's intention to live there. Kelley v. Locke (In re Kelley), 300 B.R. 11, 21 
(9th Cir. BAP 2003) (citing Ellsworth v. Marshall, 196 Cal.App.2d 471, 474, 16 
Cal. Rptr. 588 (1961)).

California courts have long held that a lack of physical occupancy does not 
preclude a party from establishing actual residency and claiming the 
homestead, if the claimant intends to return.

Trustee objects to Debtor's attempt to exempt up to $600,000 in equity in real 
property located at 29052 Crest Drive, Agoura Hills, CA 91301, as Debtor 
admits that the residence on the real property was completely burned by the 
Woolsey wildfire in 2018 and therefore she is not living on the vacant land 
and cannot claim a homestead exemption under CCP 704.730(a)(3).

Debtor responds that it has been her intention to reside at the real property 
that was her home. After the fire, Debtor relocated to temporarily reside at a 
property she owns in Italy but due to the COVID-19 pandemic that followed, 
she was unable to return to live at the Property.  Detbor states that it was, and 
always has been her intention, to return to the Agoura Hills Property to live 
there, once she has successfully rebuilt the residence. 

Under California law, the relevant factors for determining if a debtor resides in 
a property are the physical fact of the occupancy of the property and the 
debtor's intention to live there. Kelley v. Locke (In re Kelley), 300 B.R. 11, 21 
(B.A.P. 9th Cir. 2003) (citing Ellsworth v. Marshall, 196 Cal.App.2d 471, 474, 
16 Cal. Rptr. 588 (1961)).

California courts have long held that a lack of physical occupancy does not 
preclude a party from establishing actual residency and claiming the 
homestead, if the claimant intends to return. See, e.g., Michelman v. Frye, 
238 Cal.App.2d 698, 703-04, 48 Cal. Rptr. 142 (1965) (holding that a wife 
who was forced to leave the family dwelling could claim the homestead 
exemption despite not physically residing there, if she intended to return); 
Catsiftes v. Catsiftes, 29 Cal.App.2d 207, 210, 84 P.2d 258 (1938)

("residence can be changed only by the union of act and intent"); Guiod v. 
Guiod, 14 Cal. 506, 507-08 (1860) (holding that temporary removal for a 
specific purpose would not preclude a claim of homestead); Harper v. Forbes, 
15 Cal. 202, 204 (1860) ("The necessities of the family, their maintenance, 
their health, or the education of the children, may often require a temporary 
change of residence. In such cases the premises will still retain their original 
character as a homestead."); Moss v. Warner, 10 Cal. 296, 297-98 (1858)
(holding that a three-year absence from the homestead did not preclude 
claiming a homestead exemption because the family, who temporarily lived 
with acquaintances due to safety concerns, intended to return).

Conversely, physical occupancy on the filing date without the requisite intent 
to live there, is not sufficient to establish residency. In Ellsworth v. Marshall, 
the court determined that the Ellsworths did not "actually reside" in the subject 
property despite their physical occupancy. 196 Cal.App.2d 471, 16 Cal. Rptr. 
588 (1961). The court found that they had moved into the property and 
declared a homestead exemption the day before a scheduled sale and 
therefore did not have a "bona fide intention to make the premises their home 
or residence." Id. at 476.

Physical occupancy on the petition date is therefore neither a necessary nor 
sufficient condition of residency. However, whether the debtor physically 
occupies the property or not, the debtor must have an intention to reside 
there. Diaz v. Kosmala (In re Diaz), 547 B.R. 329 (B.A.P. 9th Cir. 2016).

As the determinative issue here is determining Debtor's residency, the Court 
must hold an evidentiary hearing related the physical occupancy of the 
property and Debtor's intention related to the Property. See In re Bruton, 167 
BR 923, 926 (Bankr. SD Cal. 1994).  The parties should be prepared to 
discuss prospective dates for the evidentiary hearing and whether further 
briefing will be necessary.

Trustee objects to Debtor's attempt to exempt $5,502.00 of equity in 2020 tax 
refunds under C.C.P. §704.070.  Trustee argues that Debtor has not provided 
evidence that she is entitled to this exemption under this section of the 
bankruptcy code. C.C.P. §704.070 provides for an exemption up to 75% of 
paid/disposable earnings and only 50% if the enforcement is of a child 
support order. If wages are deposited, ... the exemption is preserved to any 
funds in the account that can be traced back to wages paid ... within 30 days 
of a levy. It is Trustee's position that Debtor has failed to provide evidence 
that she is entitled to this exemption because there is no evidence that this 
money is for wages paid.

In response, Debtor explains that her total income for the 2020 tax year was 
only $9,335.00, well below the poverty line. Debtor is a self-employed single 
mother to two children. Due to the nature of her work, Debtor's income was 
greatly reduced due to the COVID-19 pandemic. The music industry was 
virtually shut down last year, she asserts that her music administrative 
services were not required, nor were child care services in high demand due 
to the risk involved. Debtor was therefore required to use these tax refunds to 
get her business back up and running again, as well as to survive during this 
time when her income was so incredibly low.  Debtor argues that she 
effectively used her tax refunds as earnings in order to support her family and

get her business running, and therefore the C.C.P. §704.070 exemption 
should apply here.  Debtor therefore requests to keep her 2020 tax refund in 
the amount of $5,502.00 in order to fund her business and keep her plan 
feasible.
